With this you receive the delineation of a Worm, 
found in differing the Head of a Sheep, in the 
Cells form'd between the Lamina of the Os frontis: It is 
an Apode, and feerns to be a fpecies of the EuU 3 tho 
much different from the common fort breeding in putrid 
Flefh. It is every where of a fair pale colour, excepting its 
Tail, which ends a little obliquely in a Plane 3 on which 
are imprefscl two remarkable black fpots, ( as in Fig. 8. ) 
Befides two fmall white cornicuU, its Head is arm'd with 
a pair of black, (harp, and crooked forcipes, which, in 
tontra&ing, and extending its Body, it draws in, and 
puts out at pieafure : With thefe it is, that in creeping it 
takes hold of the furface of the Body, on which it moves 3 
and draws it felf iorward on pretty large, protuberant, 
and fomewhat flattifti toruli y fewer in number than thofe 
on its Back, ( vide Fig. 9. ) which alternately fwell'd and 
relaxed, feem inftrumental to its motion, and fupply the

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place of Feet It looks of a clear, Cryftalline fubflance, 
andalmofttranfparent. 

The Membrane, that' invefted the cavity of the Cells 
containing it, was very fat, and in moft places feparated 
from the Bone 5. the Blood- Veffels appear'd turgid, and 
inflanfd : Whereas the Membrane of the oppofite Cells, 
which have no Communication with thefe, was thin, pel- 
lucid, adherent, and no ways preternaturally affe&ed.

Democrates not comprehending the hidden meaning of 
the Oracle, referr'd it to TheognOftes Democratic 5 who re- 
collecting that the Head of a Goat near the Bafis of the 
Brain is naturally impregnated with Worms, right fagely 
unfolded the Myftery$ advifing him in purfuanceto^/W/o's 
directions to procure one or three of them (for, it feems, 
it muft be an odd number) by provoking the animal to 
fneeze 5 and wear them about his Neck, in the Skin of a 
black Sheep, as an Amulet. 

Tis not to be imagined, how Worms feared at the Bafis 
of the Brain, where Trallian places them, mould be ex- 
pelled bv fternutories. The words of the Oracle [ 'Evt»* 
**a *S$w] admit of a more favourable conftru&ion, and 
diftin&ly exprefs the cavity over the Nofe : from whence 
by a paflage, that opens into the Palate and NoArils, they 
may eafily be difcharged by fneezing. By the fame pafiage
